by Rev. Dr. J..Fraser Campbell, mis 
sionary of Rutlam, Central India 

“There are different causes to the 
unrest,” he said. “As a matter. of 
fact the British Government in India 
has been admirable. I do not think 
there has been a’ better government 
in. this world, yet it has madé mis 
takes, and one of them has been in 
spending so large a proportion of the 
money deyoted to education on the 
higher education of the few rather 
than on the primary education of the 
masses 

“Many of those who obtained this 
higher education did so, not with a 
real love Yor knowledge so much as 
to get qualification for Government 
posts,” said the doctor. “Then 
there were not Government posts 
enough to go round. - Hence dissat- 
isfaction, and the question was pre- 
sented ‘why «shouldn’t the Govern- 
ment posts be given to us rather 
thanto the people brought. out from 


Britain. « We want a Government 
of. our own so-we. may get the. 
posts.’" 


“Another mistake,” said the rever- 
‘end gentleman, “was in the shutting 
out of the Bible from the schools. A 
very wise old Mohammedan. gentle- 
man, forty yearg ago, said to me: ‘The 
Government is making a great mis- 
take in shutting out religion from its 
schools and colleges and it will have 

- trouble in consequence, It is sharp- 
ening and-developing the -intellect 
without training the consclence. It 
will have large Aumbers of clever but 
unserupulous men on its hands.’ 

“His words,” said Dr. Fraser-Camp- 
bell, “are being strikingly vert 
fied. These are the men who are now 
spreading sedition and very possibly 
they have been used and: supplied’ 
with funds by Germans and other 

enemies’ of the Empire in Europe.” 

“Another cause of anti-British 
feling—I say anti-English, because it: 
is directed more against the English- 
man than against the Scotsman or

This has entered deep into the soul 
of many educated men.

SAFETY ON RAILWAYS 


pecially effective on dark and stormy 
nights, but not equally valuable in 
daylight and in foggy weather, and 
not as popular among practical rail- 
waymen as the Track Torpedo, which 
is more easily carried, promptly ap- 
plied and meeting all conditions by 
day as well as by night. 

Up to the preesnt time the track 
torpedo appealed to one sense’ only, 
namely, Hearing, and usually consist- 
ed of a pellet of a detonating com- 
pound, exploding with a loud report 
when crushed by the wheel of a looo- 
motive or car passing over it—but not 
sensitive enough to be exploded by 
light hand-cars or section-men’s lor- 
ries. 

A new type of torpedo called the 
“Meteor” has recently been adopted 
by the Canadian Pacific Rallway for 
use on its system from Atlantic to 
Pacific. The unrellable method of 
attaching the torpedo to. the rail 
head by soft metal bands pressed 
into position, but frequently displac- 
ed, Mas been greatly improved by 
using a spring rail clip of tempered 
steel or spring brass—gripping the 
rail he firmly and promptly applied. 
Furthermore, assurance has been 
made trebly sure—the new torpedo 
appeals to three senses instead of one, 
j but seeing and 
smelling, It not only produces a 
loud report on detonation, but simul- 
taneously a brilliant flash and pun- 
gent smell. : 

The new torpedo is completely 
waterproof-—-it will stand any atmos- 
pheric conditions of heat, moisture 
and frost. It has been subjected to 
one hundred hours immersion and 
one hour in moisten steam at 120edeg, 
Fabrt. without deterioration and has 
been used wheere the temperature 
was many degrees below zero with 
complete success. Special tests have 
been carried out to ascertain its 
holding power when placed in post- 
tion on the rafl, and for flying parti- 


cles likely to cause y to bystand- 
ers, with completel, tisfactory

Should Seed Sunflowers. 


As Early 


As Possible 


To Get Best Results 


That the sunflower as an ensilage 
crop is the most economical feed for 
dairy cattle that can be grown In Cen- 
tral Alberta is the conclusion arrived 
at by W. P. Huff, a prominent dairy 
farmer two mites west of Edmonton, 
who has thoroughly tested the merits 
of the crop for the past two years on 
an extensive scale. Mr. Huff has just 
finished cuttingfnd ensiling a twenty: 
seven acre crop of sunflowers, and so 
satisfactory have'been his results that 
he is planning to grow sixty acres of 
sunflowers next year. Last year from 
twenty-seven acres he harvested 
enough sunflowers to fill a silo twenty 
by forty, which he fed to his herd of 
some seventy head of dairy cattle 
with splendid results, and from his 
experience says that as ‘a feed for 
dairy cattle sunflowers would be hard 
to equal. 


From the twenty-seven acres of sun- 
flowers seeded during the last part of 
April and the first week ia May, a 
yleld of twenty tons. per acre was har- 
vested. This yleli. is not as high as 
was obtained in some other parts ot 
the Province, but this season this year 
was very unfavorable and under ordin- 
ary conditions the crop would have 
yielded from twenty-five to thirty tons 
per acre. The sunflower crop to do 
well requires molsture and lots of it, 
and this year during the month of 
June with practicallly no rain. made 
very little growth, Some of the 
stalks even wilted, however, with suf- 
ficient rain the half of the growing 
season the crop recovered rapidly and 
gave. satisfactory yields. sae: 

From his experience with the crop, 
Mr. Huff lias found that under con- 
ditions existing In this part of the 
Province, the. crop should be seeded 
as early in the spring as possible. 
This year Mr. Huff seeded twenty- 
seyen acres early and also seeded 
eight acres June ist. The crop that 
was seeded June ist, was. “badly Aroz- 
en and was a total loss. When the 


part of April and the first week in 
May was from five to six inches high, 
it was subjected to a frost of four- 
teen degrees with the result that it 
was temporarily set back and stool- 
‘ed out more than it otherwise would 
‘have done. It had no effect on the 
yleld as none of the plants were kill- 
ed out, and on the other hand the 
stooling may have increased the yleld 
somewhat. ‘The crop that was: seed- 
ed June ist, only grew to be about 
three and a half feet high and was 
killed hy elghteen degrees of frost for 
two nights on September Jfth and 
17th. The crop that’ was seeded 
early was subjected to the same frost 
but was not seriously injured. 

Mr. Huff has also found another ad- 
vantage in seeding the~ crop early. 
The value of thp sunflower for ensil- 
age depends largely upon the- stage of 


ilme of harvesting. The dry matter 
conterft: of the plant varies from 


ing upon the stage of maturity, and 
as far as is known the feeding value 
of the plant is not lessened when 
more mature. By seeding early the 
crop has a longer period to grow and 
is more mature before the first heavy 
frosts, and as @result yjelding a high- 
er percentage of dry matter and more 
valuable than a crop that is less ma- 
ture. On the other hand the crop 
is less likely to be injured by frost 
in the fall. 

The crop was seeded at the rate of 
eight pounds of seed per acre, in rows 
two find a half feet apart. Last year 
the rows were seeded thirty-six inches 
apart, but there appeared to be no 
advantage in seeding the rows more 
than two and a half feet apart. The 
rate of seeding also seems about 
right, The crop was cultivated onte 
when the plants were about eight or 
ten inches high, and reecived no fur- 
ther cultivation of any kind for. the 
rest of the season. 

Last year the crop was ensiled the 
same day that it was cut, and owing 
to the large percentage of moisture in 
the green plants, juice ran out of the 
bottom of the silo for three weeks or 
more. This year, however, instead 
of ensiling the sunflower as soon as 
they were cut, they were allowed to 
Me in the fields for five or six days. 
During this time the plants wilted 
considerably and by the time the crop 
‘was hauled from the field it was fully 
one-third lighter as a result @ the 
evaporation of moisture. Vhis made 
the handling of the crop much easier 
and after it was ensiled the juice only 
ran out of the silo for three or four 
days. Mr, Huff believes that this 
method is much more satisfactory 
than en e the chop immediately 
after it is cut. Sunflowers have an 
excess amount of moisture for ensil- 
ing ‘purposes and Mr. Huff believes

Good crops of potatoes are reported 
from all the irrigated areas of South- 
ern Alberta,

Tests at Experimental Station Reveal 
A Fruitful and Promising Region, 


It. will be interesting news to people 


living in other parts of Canada to 
hear on the evidence of the Super. 
visor of the Dominion Experimental 
Station at Beaverlodge, Alberta, that 
with adequate transportation service 
the Peace River region should de- 
velop into one. of the finest, fairest 
and foremost mixed farming regions 
north of the Gulf of Mexico. . Mr. W 
D. Albright, the Supervisor In charge, 


in a leaflet just issued-ts very opftm- 
istic; and experiments and test&S made 
by him appear to justify his: attitude, 
He explains that Beaverlodge is 
twenty-six miles west of Grande 
Praitie city’ and twenty-three miles 
east of the British Columbia bound- 
ary. The experimental area fs high, 
the topographical survey reading 2,500 
feet above the level. The lowest 
winter temperature was 52. deg. F. in 
1917. It is pre-eminently an oat 
country, Banner oats in 1919 yielding 
132 bushels 32 1b. to the acre; Victory, 
119 bushels; Ligowo, 113 bushels; and 
Abundance, 111 bushels. Spring 
wheat seems to do well in some dis- 
tricts, the five-year average yield per 
acre of Huron being 42 bushels 35 Ib. 
against 82 bushels 88 lb, of Marquis 
in adjoining lots at the station. Bar- 
ley is a modgrately safe crop, Guy- 
malaye hulless yielding 49 bushels 8 
Ib. per acre in 1919. Peas yleld well 
when frost does not set in too early. 
Hardy varieties of winter wheat yield 
well when conditions are favorable, as 
high as 45 bushels per sankanavtsa 
been threshed. Whiter rye promises 
well, as. high as 87 bushels per acre 
being threshed in 1918. Tests have 
been made to ascertain what grasses” 
and legumes do best, and while limit- 
ed precipitation is a handicap, winter 
killing is not as a rule troublesome. 
Timothy and Western Rye grass have 
done well, and alfalfa has proved a 
success. These experiments have 
only been in progress for three years, 
while those in grain have been going 
on since 1911, when work was started 
in a very limited way. Potatoes have 
proved a good crop, two and a half 
acres in 1919 yielding 300 bushels per 
acre, while one or two plots went, as 
high as 450 bushels per acre. Other 
vegetables have: been*successfully cul- 
tivated, especially cauliflower and cab- 
bages. Fruit, such as strawberries, 
currants, raspberries and. gooseberries, 
have been a complete success in dis- 
tricts, and so, too, have certain orna- 
mentals,

A Pit Silo 


C.P.R, Carrying Out Experiment on 
Strathmore. Farm. 

While economic conditions have pre-

It would be im- 
possible to do as some have suggested and are suggesting, namely, 
to take the farmers out of this district and place them in other 
sectious where they would be more reasonably sure of moisture 

‘and crops. In a movement of this kind there ate other interests to 
be considered. - What about the banks and loan companies which 
have advanced money on these properties? And what about the 
merchants, the blacksmiths and the elevator companies who have 
invested their money in.the scores of settlements throughout the 
district? These are all to be considered in any scheme tending to- 
wards a permanent settlement. ; 

Since so many interests would be involved4it a movement of 
this kind, would it not be more to the point tomake an effort to 
bring the moisture to the settlers than to shift the settlers around 
till they found the moisture. ; 

It has been proven beyond peradventure that irrigation is a 
success any place it has been tried in this part of the province. 
Here we have the Saskatchewan river winding its way. through 
thousands of acres of thirsty land, carrying its millions of gallons 
of water past opr doors on to nowhere and to no use. Its zig-zag 
course makes it look as though it were coaxing man to try his skill 
and ingenuity in an effort to make some use of its never-ending 
supply. Surely, with all the progress and development along en- 
gineering and scientific lines, some means could be devised where- 
by this great supply of water could be put to some use here where it 
is so badly needed. 

In this investigation it is hoped the newly appointed commis» 
sion will not overlook the possibility of securing some system of ir- 
rigation for this section of the country.

Is Greatest Problem

before the 


speaking recently 

Chicago section of the 
American Chemical Society, made 
the following among other state- 
ments, which Canadian farmers 
would do well to ponder: 

“The explosion of the huge chemi- 
cal works at Oppau, where fertilizers 
were made through the fixation of at- 
mospheric nitrogen, has demonstrated 
to the world the great ‘resources for 
replenishing the richness of her fields 
which Germany had at hand, 

“Although our country is 16 times 
as large as Germany,” said Mr. Me- 
Dowell, “we produce only the sime 
amount of barley and not quite twice 
as much oats. Germany produces six 
times as many potatoes and 12 times 
&s much rice. When the war broke 
out, Germany had five millions of 
farms, averaging 15 acres, and we 
had 6,340,000 farms, averaging 138 
acres. These German farms produc- 
ed 40 per cent. more wheat, rye, bar- 
ley, oats and potatoes, taken together, 
than we produced. Within the last 
80 years Germany has increased her 
yield per capita from 15 te 29 bushels, 
while the United States increased 
from 14 to 16. Germany increased 
her per acre yleld of wheat from 19 to 
80 bushels; the United States from 13 
to 15 bushels. Germany increased 
the yield of barley from 24 to 39 bus- 
hels; the. United States from 24 to 
24.3 bushels. With only one-fifteenth 
of the land area, Germany shows an 
agricultural @fficiency of about six 

times that of the United States. 

“Weare at the present time on trial 
in our United States agriculture,” con- 
tinued Mr. McDowell. “With a sparse 
population and a broad area of un- 
cultivated land, a nation can choose 
between extensive and intensive agri- 
culture, but with a densely populated 
country there can be no choice. The 
intensive method must be followed. 
We of the United States have been a 
wasteful people. We have had too 
much land and have moved from 


fertile spots of land, and neglected to 

maintain the producing power of our 
conquered area. 

“Large populations and low crop 

. yields,” added the speaker, ‘‘do not go 

together. Jp this country our popula- 

tion is rapidly growing and we must 

more fully utilize nature’s. stores in 

_our future development. Qur popu- 

lation is increasing and our lands at 

the same time are being depleted. 

Our ditches are all lined with the 

* fertility of our farms that they weré 

dug to drain. From our rivers we 

jose annually 500,000,000 tons of fer- 

tility, thereby diminishing produc- 

tivity at a rapid rate. Our sewer 

pipes are taking from our farms 50,- 


. 000,000 tons of fertility annually. | 


The crops that are takgn from the 
field, and never get back in any 
form, take 30,000,000 more tons of 
fertility from our lands each year. 

“In the face of these undeniable 
facts,” declared Mr. McDowell, “our 

*. population will be, according to Mr. 
Edward M. East, of Harvard, more 
than doubled by the year 2000. “At 
the same time he shows that, accord- 
ing to our present methods of agricul- 
ture and our present/ rates of food 
‘and clothing-consumption, 197,000,000 
is our ultimate population limit.” 

Mr. McDowell urged that the time 
had come for the engineer, and es- 
pecially the chemist, to consider 
what must be done to maintain the 
agricultural efficiency of the country 
and to replenish the soil. ‘The en- 
gineer must aid in preventing erosion 
of the land and the devastation of the 
forests, while the problem of the 

- chemist is fertility, 

The speaker closed by saying that 
unless these vital problems were solv- 
ed in the near future, coming genera- 
tions will find their fod supply re- 
tions will find their food supply re- 
variety, to a point where degenera- 
tion of the race sets fn; and there will 
be conditions here similar to those 
now obtaining in the Orient.

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Fertilizer Found In Alberta 


Investigation Will Prove Invaluable to 
Agriculture in Province. 
Supplementing the soil survey 
which is new in progress, the Scienti- 
fic and Industrial Research Council of 
Alberta is preparing, to undertake an 
investigation of possible sources of 
fertilizers in the Prévince.. It is gen 
erally known that most of the ele 
ments that go to make up the various 
fertiljzers are to be found “in certain 
parts of the Province, and as soon as 
the survey Is completed, Steps will be 
taken to see what fertilizers are need- 
ed by different portions of the Proy- 
ince, and the location of the nearest 
raw materials that go to make up the 
needed fertilizer. In connection With 
the investigation, it may be mention- 
ed that ammonium sulphate, a coal by- 
product from cement mills, and also 
found in native shales, can be. secur- 
ed in.quantities in Alberta. Gypsun’ 
also exists in commercial quantities. 
The research commission will investi- 
gate the fixation of nitrogen by hydro- 
electric power and the _ possible 
sources of phosphates. A thorough 
chemical examination of the naturaly 
occurring salts in the soil of the Prov: 
ince will also be made, and it Is ex- 
pected that the soll survey, supple- 
ented by the work of the research 
commission in regard to fertilizers, 
will prove of invaluable aid to the ag- 
ricultural industry of Alberta. 


Seed Grain Distribution 


Farmers Should Apply Early to Avoid 
Disappointment: 


~ The annual free distribution of sam- 


ples of seed grain will be conducted 
as usual at the Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa, by the Dominion 
Cerealist. 

The following kinds of seed grain 
will be sent out this season: 

Spring wheat (in about 5-Ib. sam- 
ples); white oats (about 4-Ib.); bar- 
ley (about 5-Ib.); fleld peas (about 
5-Ib); fleld beans (about 2-Ib.); flax 
(about 2-lb.). 

Only one sample can be sent to 
each applicant. : 

Applications must be on printed 
forms which may be obtained by 
writing to the Dominion Cerealist, Ex- 
perimental Farm, Ottawa. 

As the stock of seed is limited, 
farmers are advised to apply early to 
avold disappointment. Those who 
applied too late last season are par- 
tichlarly requested to send in their 
names at once so ~that ’ application 
forms may be forwarded to them. ‘No 
application forms” will be furnished 
after Feb. Ist., 1922. 


Sand Kills Forest Trees 


With Exception of Knots Wood Is 
Worn Away. 

In few places is the destruction of 
forests by sand more impressive than 
among the dunes of Coos Bay, in 
Southwestern Oregon. Approaching 
the entrance to Coos Bay, pne sees to 
the south a succession of bold head- 
lands covered by. a forést of fir and 
spruce, and to the north miles of roll- 
ing sand dunes stretching inland like 
@ desert with patches of willow and 
beech plants here and there, and*in 
the distance clumps of trees and even 
large areas of forests making a last 
stand against the encroaching dunes. 

The sand-laden wind makes curious 
etchings on stick sand. timbers and 
eventually wears away all the wood 
except the knots. The forests con- 
sist‘ mainly of Douglas fir, Sitka 
spruce, Port Oxford cedar and west. 
ern red cedar within the area of the 
dunes and exist now only in patches, 
almost always in depressions, the for- 
mer level of the ground; As the wind 
builds up the advancing crests of the 
dunes, it often hollows behind them 
and exposes the skeletons of a dead 
forest. When the hollows are large, 
a@ green, grassy meadow, the home of 
numerous moist, sand loving plants, 
springs into being.

” Captain A. J. Currie, who has ten 
in charge of the motor vessel, “Lady 
Mackworth,” of the Alberta & Arctio 
Transportation Company's feet, has 
, returned té Edmonton from the north 
' over the Grext Waterways, having 
| jata his ship up for the winter at Fort 
Smith. 

During Yhe summer the “Lady 
| Mackworth” trafficked on the Macken- 
zie River as far north as Fort Mo- 
Pherson, and also made several. voy- 
ages up the little known Liard River, 
with supplies for the Lamson-Hubbard 
posts at Fort Liard and Fort Nelson. 

Navigation on the Liard and Nelson 
Rivers has in years past been con- 
fined solely to the H.B. Co.. boats; the 
water.in places is bad, and there are 
no guiding marks, despite which how- 
ever the “Lady Mackworth” ran the 
streams without trouble. 

Fort Nelson is 110 miles up the riy- 
er of the same name and is possibly 
one of the loneliest places on the Am- 
erican continent. But for the yeatly 
advent of the steamers in the summer 
time—one trip per annum—there is 
no other communication with the out- 


.| Side world, except an occasional mafl 


which comes in by .dog .team in the 
winter. The Nelson is as large a 
stream as the Peace, and runs through 
& partially timbered plain. There is 
much fine spruce timber to be seen, 
says Captain Currie; the land is level, 
and with a good soifis suitable for 
agriculture. It is not all timber, be- 
ing the usual admixture of spruce, 
second growth poplar, sloughs and 
some open prairies. 

The gardens at the posts make a 
better showing than do those on the 
Mackénzie, all the usual garden vege- 
tables are raised {n profusion, and the 
whole country is slive witb wild ber- 
ries of all kinds. Im general the 
country exhibits the charactertstics of 
the Peace River territory, and trap- 
pers report that there are large areas 
of arable prairie back from the rivers. 

From the mouth of the Neilson to 
Fort Liard there are no high river 
banks, and the country generally has 
the appearance of delta Jand, but the 
Nelson runs in a deeper-trough than 
the larger stream. There are rather 
bad rapids on the Liard, 20 miles 
‘above Fort Simpson at the junction of 
this rlver with the Mackenzie. These 
extend for about eight or ten miles, 
and the water is very shallow, but the 
“Lady Mackworth” was able to get up 
under her own power. 

At the two posts there is nothing 
excepting the stores of the Hudson’s 
Bay and the Lamson-Hubbard Com- 
panies, in #ddition to the mission sta- 
tions, as the Sicanni Indians, who are 
the aboriginels, believe in the simplé 
life and do not indulge in either 
houses, tents or teepees. As a gen- 
eral rule they erect some teepee 
poles and coyer these with brush, 
which is about the most modern 
style of architecture they indulge in. 
No sign of human habitation of any 
kind, outside the post buildings, is to 


.| be seen along the Liard. 


‘At Fort Liard; the R.C. mnlaoparion 
are now erecting_a very fine mission 
hall, all of which is being hand-made. 
The logs are whip-sawn in the busn 
into boards and then hauled out to the 
site to be erected. In addition to the 
fur traders and the missionaries, 
there are about 15 or 20 prospectors 
in the country, many of whom are try- 
ing out the bars on the Nahanni. 


-} When coming down stream in August 


the “Lady Mackworth” met Messrs. 
La Flair and Mackie, in the vicinity 
of the Bluebell River,. tracking their 
scOWs upstreams by means of the old 
fashioned tump lines, Mr. La Flair 
has been in the Nahanni country for 
the past five years, and is of the 
opinion that it will be recognized be- 
fore long as one of the richest min- 
eral areas in the northwest. 

During the past spring a number 
of travellers went into the north from 
the Peace River country via the Nel- 
son and the Liard Rivers, and by 
utilizing the overland route to the 
Nelson were down at Norman some 
weeks before the steamer traffic 
reached the ofl welly due to the fact 
that the Mackenzie below Fort Simp- 
son is,open earlier than the Great 
Slave Lake. At Fort Nelson, Captain 
Currie met A. M. Narraway, superin- 
tendent of surveys, under the charge 
of Duncan MacDonald, an old timer 
of the Dunvegan country,

This 
may be due to the purity of the seed 
pene the absence of weeds. The re- 
port states that.backsetting the same 
year as broken does not appear profilt- 
able where the grass roots can be 
nearly all destroyed by once plough- 
ing. If stubbing in is to be practis- 
ed for the succeeding year, backset- 
ting may be necessary, but It would 
appear best to backset the land for 
the second crop. Relativé to plough- 
ing, the conclusion reached at the 
same station after an experiment last- 
ing six years is that there is very lit 
tle to be gained by ploughing deeper 
than five inches for the first years af- 
ter breaking up the new land; also 
that there is little profit derived from 
sub-soiling for the first crop, but that 
the increase in yield is marked in the 
second crop after summerfatiow.
